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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Comment on Submissions 

1 . This communication is responsive to submission of 3 July 2003. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest a 

radiation image read-out apparatus comprising a stimulable phosphor panel provided 
with position adjusting members, capable of being displaced, wherein each of the 
adjusting members has a position adjusting reference surface, forming a gap or spacing 
between the adjusting member and the surface of the stimulable phosphor layer, for 
adjusting the position of the stimulable phosphor panel at the time of operation. 

The examiner notes that while it is known in the art for a radiation image read-out 
apparatus being cable of irradiating a latent image with stimulating rays transmitted 
through a guide to produce a stimulated emission, under the condition that the 
stimulating rays are applied simultaneously in line in a direction traversing the 
stimulable phosphor sheet which moves in one direction relative to the position of the 
stimulating rays-transmitting guide (see for example Isoda et al- US 6,252,443 B1 - at 
Fig. 1 1 and col. 1 1 , lines 8-37), the prior art does not fairly suggest the apparatus 
comprising of position adjusting members comprising a spacing between the adjust 
members and the surface of the phosphor layer to adjust the position of the stimulable 
phosphor panel during operation. 
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The remaining claims are allowable based on their dependency.
